Actually, this DOT rule was published on August 18, 1997, and thus before 
April 2, 1998, the filing date of the application, but after reduction to practice of the 
invention and disclosure thereof at a trade show on April 3, 1997. Therefore, the DOT 
rule is not prior art to this invention, and the claims could have been drafted more 
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broadly. Therefore, the inventor claimed less than he had a right to claim in the patent. 
An interim final rule for 49 CFR § 171 was published February 19, 1997, and is cited as 
prior art in the Information Disclosure Statement.
